Al- 
thotigh this proves the ability to attain a 
rate of speed on such soads much faster 
than that usually run, of course one trip 
demesMtntoa ncinlng akeat the oemparap 
tive safoty af M«h a rate af foiag.

8as FRANCisro, July 11. — The Hunting- 
ton, or California syndicate is building, 
with all peaaible dlspatoh, a railroad from 
Eagle Pass, on the Rio Grande, to the City 
of Meiioo, whioh will be opened in cuuuoc- 
thm wUh tha Ban t hsw Paaifto. 

The same syndioato is said to have pvr* 
chased the existing railroads in Guatemala, 
one of the leading States of Central Ameri- 
ca, and proposes to censtnict other roads 
aud extensions into the adjoining Central 
American Kepublics of Honduras and 
Nicaragua. Tho inducement for this action 
is found in the riahneas of those Btoto in 
minas, timber aad toaf toa l ttvXi* and their 
asassslbiUty bj means af tha aomeroas 
vMsala whMi ply hatwasa Maw Orleans 
and the Cantral A i s ri ss n porta. 

The profito to ba derlvad from these dis- 
taat railways are large, and it wiU aot be 
long before there will be one or more lines 
connecting the City of Mexico with the 
railway system of Central America, tio 
the good work will go on, aud road after 
road will be built until the rails are pushed 
across the Isthmus of Panama into South 
America, and at last tho giganiio ur^eet 
ef a Three Amarlaaa BaUway wlU aa i 
aaspUahad.^ 



DuBLiK, July 11.— Ireland was vary 
much stirred, and it is yet, over the cabled 

re|)ort of the action of the United States 
QoverUMBt in regard to the ^otigrants 
who hM%Tived at Mew York in one of the 

Anchor Line steamers, from Cahircivccn' 
County Kerry. Whether right or wrouj:. 
prudent or imprudent, wise or unwis;-. liic 
people are very much opposed to the liirge 
nuialicrs of iiiiigrants that are being 
assisteU"'by the 0««vamment out of the 
country. The leaders declnra it a scheme 
to depopulato the country, to root out -the 
Calt to make room for the Baxon. Their 
claim ia that it is shifting ofreeponBibility. 
Instead of England legislating to relieve 
tlo' jieople an 1 to nid tlifni to earn a Uveli- 
liomi ill tbeir n itive country, she concocts 
sclieiuu-* to ^liift a loud ol paupers of her 
own cieaiiou on to the Uiiittil ."^tme.-'. 

The news from New Voik hrts caused 
great rejoicing. AU the politicians look 
upon it as a slap in the face for Kngliind 
ftom the Amerioan Uovernment. One 
leitding Journal, the Evening Telegraph, of 
Dublin, aa adHuot issue of the mominK 
FreamaB'a Journal, detfUred editorially 
that tha aat waa an important one, as show- 
ing the influence of the Irish in America on 
the |Hilitics of that country. It does iiul 
for one moment eoeiii to think the s-tep was 
one of those prU'lcnt motions ii.ade on 
purely self-prorectue grounds. It seems 
to ignore that tlie L'uiteil .States could act 
trom tlie bi|:h inuiives of tiie intrinsic prin- 
ciples at issue. 
Everything is attributed to the influence 
' af the Irish vote in America. Of course, 
\ as tbua much has been aoeomplisbed 
I in behalf of the policy of tha Irish 
I leaders by the Irish colonv in America, 
I much more may be hoped for. Now 
I that this influence has received official 
governmental oo^jnironce, it is 
iuevitiible tliat whatever elne — not ton com- 
promisiug to the United Stale* — that tlie 
S'alionali^ts may desire, can be had 
through Mr. Sullivan, of the National 
League in America. 

Sueh rot ae tbis can do the Irish no good 
hi the way of appeasing England, nor will 
it be likely to aaaouraga the authorities of 
Amerloa. Jast let ma sav that the caoee 
of the poor people of Ireland Is a grand 
one, but it is the worst led and pleaded 
that one can im.igiue. Every day the 
leaders stultify iheoiHelves. I'arnell cer- 
tainly is very prudent, but he oan n-it un- 
I'Viake to Aoeuunt for U>e good beltavior of

Now. what are tbeflMto la regard to this 
emigration business?

evicted from the o<«titie of Sir Rowland 
Wyun, uncto of Lord Ueadlov. They all 
went to the work hooea. The law doee act

The whole family must go

Nsw YoBE, July 11. — In conversation 
with the Rt. Rev. J. W. Backwith, Bishop 
of Georgia, now in the city, he said in re- 
gard to the negroes of the South ; 

••The greatest drawback," is to be round 
upon tho rice plantations. There the ne- 
groes are the roost wild, and ilu-n" tin y aie 
less susceptible to the civilizing intlm noe 
of tho whites. The trouble thi ro is the 
grog-shops. At every cross-roail.i whore 
there Is a plantatioa yon will see a little 
shanty where wbiskv to dispensed. There 
the negroee who work hard mt sis davs will 
spend all their week's earnings for liquor. 
There they congregato all day Sunday, and 
it demoralises them. As far as that is 
concerned, liquor is the great curse to civi- 
lization everywhere. I believe in controll- 
ing it by a sysloiB of high taxation. It is 
the best plan in tho world to cjotroi the 
traffia. 1 have studied the question for j 
yeora, and I am eonvinoed that you ean not | 
stop men from drinking liquor when they 
want to drink it by prohibitory legUlation. 
This has been proved, fiat take awaj the 
temptation as much aa poaaihia tnm the 
young. Let them ba taaghl to haew the 
value of abstaining Aram alcoholie liouor. 
Every time that you close a saloon by high 
taxation on the public streets you remove a 
temptation from the young. I believe that 
those who have grtiwn old and ore adilio- 
ted to the riip will >lrink aiiylxiw l.ei 
then go on and burn up, but save tlie young 
by keeping the temptation of tho streets 
from them. It ia the only way 
to fl^t the tratfic. We maet tot the chureh

ITMITB BVRLET TOBACCO. 

How t« CilUrate and Kaise a Protflta- 
able Crop. 

A correspondent of the Georgetown 
(Ky.) Times, writing from Owen countv, 
in a recent issue said ; As the people m 
Tonr county are intereafed in tobacco, a 
few thoughts migested by practical ex- 
perience and by the way in which some, 
of onr best tobacco ]ilanters cultivate and 
handle the weed, will he ijiven with the 
hojie that they may he of service to some 
of your readers. We are often fold tliat 
no two planters will agree uji m tlie sainc 
way ot cultivating Hud luimiling the 
crop. Thin muv be so to a certain extent 
in minor details, in some communities. 
The right method of cultivating the crop 
is the same With intelligent tobaocO 
misers everywhere, ndoptwi after careful 
thought nml observation. In the vicinity 
of nallashufif ami on 'Possum Kid^e, in 
this cn'int}-, tlie tine leaf is madt? a spec- 
ialty, lience the cultivatioii varies to 
some extent vMth that of other loralities 
where the coarser ^'rades are raised. It 
is a coiniiioii rule with sill raisers oi fine 
tobacco to top tlie plant higli, from twen- 
tv to twenty-four leavea, and set it as 
close together as possible, three and a 
half feet by eiirhteen inches. This is the 
way Mr. Ben. K. Davis, of Dallas, raised 
his premium hojrshend. which brought 
S*)") j)er hundreil in ( "inciiin iti. On the 
o'iier hand wlnre the coarser le.d ia de- 
siifd. it is set thri'e and a hall feet hy 
two at'.il a half, and toppeil li oni fourteen 
to sixteen leaNfs. 

The .soil also allects to Home extent the 
color and textureof the leaf ; new ground 
being better adapted to finer grades tlian 
old ground. It is held by many that su- 
gar tree and walnut land* will bring only 
the heavy, dark leaf, but I have before 
me a sample as fine and as hrijfht as I 
ever saw raised npon this kiiul of land 
in the (ire'-iMip Church nei.ddjoi hooil , 
wljeiv any one laiiiiliar \\ itli the country 
knowH that su:^ar tree ainl walnut land 
predominates. Locust laml, in my judg- 
ment, will bring as fine tobacco upon 
tair trial, as any soil. In the neighbor- 
hood of| Kincaid Station, Scott county, 
is a body of this kind of land, which, if 
properly set and cultivated, would brins 
as tine a grade of tobacco as the soil M 
anv locality. 

in cutting', let the leaf get thoroughly 
rijie, otherwi.-e you lose in both color 
and weight. Many good cr<ij)s have l)een 
spoiled through the timidity of the plant- 
er. As t-(;on as it begins to get a little 
cool tlie average farmer gets on a big 
scare and cuts his tobacr,o green, foiget- 
ting that the damage ttius done to the 
crop is equal, if not greater, than Jack 
Frost could do, were he to come. To be 
a successful tobocco raiser rei)uiiesa deal 
of courage, and great patiemc In hand- 
ling it is hetter to cut and l.iy the jilant, 
and then carefully lumg alter it is wiltecl, 
ami tlitui liaul iuunedintely an I ])ut upon 
t le scatl'old or in the h irn. The tobacco 
would be brighter cuuUlit beiiut iu the 
house at once, but this would require 
more room than moat men could atlord. 
It is brighter because the dews or rain 
it may get upon the scatfold darken the 
leaf. 

In strii)i)iii;/, never mix the irrades, 
l)Ut assort can lull>', and kee]> each kind 
to itself. 'i'o assort )>ro])i'rly requires 
jud^'iiieiit and e.vperieiice, and can't he 
learned from jiapers. Tlietol)accoi)lant- 
er ought to keep pasted in his hat the 
mo'.to not to overcrop Idmself. Two and 
a lialf acres to the hand is a good avei- 
g), and will keep him busy. In com- 
mon parlance lie can "tend at" more, 
but not proi>er!y cultivate it. Unlike 
other crop*, tohacco reipiires constant 
attention frcpin ilie time it is «ef until it 
i« in the hous",and the man \ h > talks oi 

[litchingu Held ol tobacco as li;;litly as il 
le were sowing a tield of wheat or plant- 
ing a tield of corn, will find out his mit- 
take, and in due time the magnitude of 
the undertaking.
